There was a strong possibility 
today that the board of supervisors 
may try to vote itself a 69 per cent 
pay increase Monday up to $24,041 
per year, with the possibility that if 
it does, the U.S. Cost of Living 
Council would approve it 


An ordinance drawn up by the 
county counsel’s office on file with 
the clerk of the board calls for a 
$9,815 annual pay hike if it is 
adopted 
It was drawn up after 
board chairman Francis H. Beattie 
of l,ompoc asked that the pay hike 
proposal be discussed. 


Although 
the ordinance items 
seemingly was disguised on the 
agenda 
merely 
as 
a 
“ Salary 
O rd in a n c e ” 
without' 
any 
explanation, county officials claim 


today that this was an error and that 
no secrecy was intended. 
A county official who asked not to 
be named also added: “ This is no 
surprise to the other supervisors.” 


County-Auditor Controller Paul 
Floyd explained that the major pay 
increase as cited in the ordinance 
could conceivably be approved by 
the Cost of Living Council on the 
basis that when merged with salary 
raises last July 1 for some 2,700 
employes averaging about 5 3 per 
cent, the whole county family pay 
raise in the aggregate with the 
proposed supervisors’ raise would 
not be above the 5.5 per cent 
increase guideline. 


The argument that could be made 
to the Cost of Living Council if the 
pay hike were approved by the 


board is that it is justified on the 
basis of increasing responsibilities 
of the board in running a $73 million 
county operation with major new 
demands posed by water, zoning and 
zoning-planning, 
land 
use, 
environmental and other problems. 


The supervisors had voted 3-2 last 
August against raising their pay 
from $14,224 per year to $18,000 
annually. 
There had been talk of trying to 
reach the $33,000 per year plateau 
last summer, but a citizen’s revolt 
against such a pay figure stopped 
that proposal cold. 
Beattie, according to colleagues, 
asked that the item be discussed 
again as he felt last time the board 
had left the matter open for future 
discussion.

Everything happens at once. 
I t ’s 
not 
enough 
that 
a 
plummeting 
market 
is 
forcing 
valley growers to disc under at least 
200 acres of fresh, crisp lettuce at a 
loss of around $100,000. 
Now, 
government 
farming 
allotments of diesel fuel, based on 
the rain-depressed 1972 agricultural 
fuel consumption, is putting the 
squeeze on Lompoc farming on 
expanded acreage and in a much 
better year. 
“ We’re tripling our acreage this 
year, and with the fuel shortage this 
year, we don’t know what we’re 
going to do,” confided Elmore 
Kueffer, production manager for 
Denholm Seed Co. 
“ It’s getting a little sticky.” 
Denholm, Kueffer said, was fairly 
idle in Nov., 1972, because of the 
rain and so was allotted only 90 
gallons of diesel fuel for this 
November. But it didn’t rain, and 
the local company’s four diesel 
tractors require 130 gallons of the 
petroleum fuel a day between them. 
Kueffer said the dilemma was 
solved by purchasing a private 
diesel supply along with the Drum 
Canyon Ranch. 


Without this windfall, he said, 
“ We 
would 
have 
corrte 
to 
a 
screeching halt. But fast.” 


The flower concern’s allotment 
for December and January will be 
900 gallons per month based, again, 
on last year’s monthly usage. Still, 
Kueffer said, “ If we don’t get any 
rain, we’re going to be hurting. 
We’re not doing near the work on the 
land that we should be doing. If we 
did, I think we would be out of fuel.”

“ It’s due to too many areas being 
in (harvested) and too big a demand 
for lettuce,” Richman explained. 
“ The lettuce market is strictly 
supply and demand The thing that’s 
a shame about the produce market 
is that someone else has to get hurt 
for us to have a good year And 
sometimes it happens to us. ” 
This is one of those times, perhaps 
for most valley farmers. 
“ It’s like Las Vegas,” Richman 
shrugged, describing his business. 
“ Except not as much fun.”

55 arrested 
in narcotics raid 


A narcotics task force swept through the southern half of 
Santa Barbara County yesterday and today, arresting 55 
suspects and seizing narcotics with a street value of nearly 


$ 100,000. 
A laboratory for processing hashish oil was also 
confiscated, according to an announcement of Sheriff John 
W Carpenter 
The arrests began at 2 p m yesterday and wound up at 
5:30 a m today Suspects were picked up in Isla Vista, 
Goleta, Carpintería, Summerland and other south county 
locations. 


Law enforcement’s regular narcotics task force was 
augmented by 30 officers from the Sheriff’s department, 
and officers from Santa Barbara Police Department, City 
of Carpintería, and from the UCSB security force 
The officers reportedly confiscated 400 grams of cocaine, 
133 grams of heroin, 520 grams of hashish; and quantities of 
marijuana, LSD, and dangerous drugs 


The raids were based on an investigation that began Oct. 
1. During the two-month period since then, undercover 
officers spent $4,609 in county funds to make buys of 
narcotics in order to gather evidence, according to 
Carpenter's announcement.

commemorative (first class) stamps; a 
conception of the old post office They are 
sold in panes (single stamps), sheets (32 to 
70 panes a sheet), and plate blocks (four 
panes with serial numbers printed on a 
border.) 
It costs the Postal Service 11 Mi cents to 
print a sheet and the sale of one pane 
nearly defrays that cost; the rest is pure 
profit, noted Ratcliff 
Describing Lompocans as more inclined 
to buy commemorative stamps than people 
of other towns he knows of, Ratcliff listed 
the most popular commemorative stamps 
as 
the 
moon 
landing, 
national 
park 
centennial, and conservation stamps. 


One of the most popular has been the 
“ Love” stamp, billed in advance as the 
stamp that had something for everyone. 
The stamp simply depicted the word 
“ Love.” 
The LPO received 20,000 panes of this 
stamp 
(like 
it 
does 
of 
any 
new 
com m em orative 
stamp). 
They 
immediately sold out. Another 50,000 panes 
were ordered and sold out 
In 1972, the two special Christmas 
commemorative stamps sold in the 350,000 
pane area. According to Ratcliff, two 
Christmas stamps, one religious in nature, 
one not, are offered because “ people felt 
imposed upon and didn’t have a choice” 
when 
just 
the 
religious 
stamp 
was 
originally printed. 
Ratcliff, a 27-year veteran postman, has 
collected 
sheets 
of 
commemorative 
stamps since 1948. He reports that as first 
class rates increase so does the expense to 
collectors A discouraging fact, he said 
When the U.S. Postal Service took over 
the old U.S. Post Office in 1971, Congress 
allowed the revamped service to increase 
first class and airmail rates one cent to 
give the new agency a healthy impetus. 
Now the Postal Service is requesting 
another penny raise - determined to reach 
their goal of self-support.

orders placed on a supplier 
for delivery beyond the next 
60 days.”

WASHINTON - Behind all the 
fine words in the President’s energy 
message 
about 
sacrifice 
and 
independence 
one 
thing 
is 
abundantly 
clear. 
The 
average 
citizen is going to pay the cost of the 
fuel shortage in money, it time 
spent searching out scarce fuels, in 
disruption of familiar ways of life 
Not one word in 
the message was 
devoted 
to price. 
W ith o u t 
s o m e 
brake, as gasoline 
and heating oil grow 
scarcer, the price 
will 
rise. 
Predic­ 
tions already have 
it that 
“ regular” 
gasoline will go to 
50 cents early in the 
coming year. 
Profits of the oil giants, already 
swollen, will rise. The cynical see in 
the furor over the energy crisis a 
deep-laid plot of big oil to cash in on 
alleged scarcities. Restriction of 
petroleum imports has long been a 
successful device by the biggies to 
limit supply and thereby sustain 
demand and price. 
With no limit on price the cost of 
regular is certain to go above 50 
cents, with the likelihood it will be 
75 cents or a dollar before the end of 
1974. In much of what the President 
said is the implication that driving 
is a kind of luxury that can be 
curbed with no real hardship on 
anyone. 
While a lot of cruising about is 
superfluous in a nation that has 
rapidly lost the use of leg power, 
getting from job to home over long 
distances, with little or no public 
transportation, is a dire necessity. 
Rising costs in getting to the job and 
back again will have to be met with 
higher wages, and upward goes the 
spiral of inflation. 
Granted, rationing in peacetime 
would be a formidable undertaking. 
As the President has noted, it was 
difficult enough during World War II 
when patriotism 
was a strong 
incentive. But in the opinion of this 
observer rationing will have to be 
imposed within three to six months 
as the inequities of the Nixon do-it- 
yourself 
approach 
bring 
a 
breakdown 
of 
the 
distribution 
system and hardships to millions. 
Nor was there anything in the 
President’s message about the great 
differences between geographical 
regions. With New England at the 
end of the heating fuel line, it will be 
grossly unfair to let that region 
freeze with the limited allocations 
that can be worked out of the big oil 
suppliers. Louisiana, running over 
with 
oil 
and 
natural 
gas, 
is 
proposing measures to restrict the 
movement of fuels outside the 
state’s borders. 


The allocation of jet fuel for 
aviation 
as 
proposed 
in 
the 
President’s message will work a 
hardship on those who must travel 
by air. With the number of flights 
limited by a 15 per cent cut, 
effective Jan. 7, planes will be more 
crowded and airport delays more 
exasperating. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has 
just granted the airlines a five per 
cent fare increase as of Dec. 1. This 
is for increased costs in general, and 
the expectation is that the rising 
cost of fuel will mean another fare 
increase in the new year. Whether 
increased loads will mean airline 
profits 
is 
questionable, 
since 
expensive planes grounded by the 
President’s order will have to be 
amortized even though they are not 
in 
use. 
And 
the 
cutback will 
contribute to unemployment. 
On 
rationing 
the 
President 
generalizes from the particular of 
his own experience in the office of 
price 
administration 
before 
he 
entered the Navy in World War II.

OP A was a swollen bureaucracy. Of 
course, there was cheating. But 
within limits it worked, and there 
was the sense of a burden shared in 
common. 
With a little imagination a system 
of rationing might be devised less 
far reaching than that of the war.

Cut the waste 


WASHINGTON - One of the 
benefits of the present short-term 
energy shortfall is the attention it 
throws on the enormous waste of 
energy by supposedly cost-conscious 
industrial and commercial firms. 
Many corporate executives will 
have to explain why and how they 
dissipated corporate resources over 
the years while holding out to 
shareholders and consumers an 
image of vigorous cost control 
efficiency. 
F o r 
example, 
without any impair-j 
ment in productive 
output, General Mo­ 
tors 
is 
reducing 
energy consumption 
at its facilities by 
twenty percent this 
winter and fifteen 
percent the entire 
year. 
RCA reduced fuel oil consumption 
by about forty five percent at its 
Camden, New Jersey plant during 
the first half of this year. At another 
one of its New Jersey plants, the 
electronics giant cut its fuel oil 
intake by some fifteen percent since 
January. 
ITT increased its goal of reducing 
energy usage from ten percent last 
spring to twenty percent for the 
coming year at all its industrial 
subsidiaries. 
These are samples of the almost 
effortless 
ability 
of 
corporate 
managers to reduce markedly their 
demand for fuel and electricity. 
Such simple steps as improving 
boiler efficiency, closing doors, 
using 
waste 
heat, 
turning 
off 
unneeded 
lights, 
curtailing 
unnecessary vehicle usage, shutting 
down underutilized machinery, and 
turning 
down 
thermostats 
are 
responsible for such reductions. 


Finding out why companies waste 
so 
much 
energy 
would 
tell 
consumers and shareholders much 
about our waste-ridden economy 
generally. Leon Himmel, special 
assistant 
to 
ITT’s 
president, 
describes energy use in the U.S. as 
profligate. He says most corporate 
managers 
ignore 
energy 
costs 
because these costs average less 
than one percent of the cost of sales. 
Judging 
by how 
meticulous 
corporate giants are in asking the 
subservient Cost of Living Council 
for price increases, there must be 
reasons 
other 
than 
careless 
oversight to explain such industrial 
w a str e lis m . 
These 
include 
i n a d e q u a t e 
d i s c l o s u r e 
of 
comparative energy usage, indif­ 
ferent shareholders, the absence 
of rigorous competition in the many 
concentrated 
industries 
and 
an 
Administration in Washington which 
failed 
to 
plan for the energy 
problem 
it 
clearly 
knew 
was 
coming. 
The people are not getting the 
facts about energy waste which is 
the basis for the demand being in 
excess of permissible supply. If the 
economics of France and England 
get along with about one-third and 
one-half respectively of the per 
capita energy consumption of this 
country, we should start asking why. 


Architects are documenting the 
fantastic energy waste (up to forty 
percent) inherent in the design of 
the large, new buildings that frame 
the skyline of the city. The larger of 
these buildings in New York or 
Chicago consume more electricity 
or fuel than some smaller cities. 
While 
the 
already 
profitable 
natural gas industry engages in a 
limited producers’ strike over its 
huge gas reserves until 
it gets 
sizeable price 
increases, 
its 


distribution 
companies 
are 
reluctant to do anything about the 
pilot 
light 
disaster. 
Company 
officials privately admit that at 
least one-third of all domestic gas in 
homes is used by pilot lights. There 
are better ways available to save 400 
billion cubic feet of gas per year 
Without government leadership, 
’by its example, disclosures, and 
law, 
waste 
reduction 
to 
save 
consumers billions of dollars and 
reduce 
pollution 
will 
not 
be 
promptly implemented 
What 
Mr. 
Nixon continuously 
avoids doing is placing the principal 
burden where it belongs, on industry 
and commerce. The business sector 
not only consumes seventy percent 
of the nation’s energy but it also 
designs products and buildings that 
make consumers waste as well - 
from inefficient automobile engines 
to uninsulated residences. 
Consumers 
must 
not 
be 
stampeded 
into accepting from 
Congress and the White House 
policies that promote price rises, 
lower 
pollution 
standards, 
and 
greatly understated domestic oil 
and gas reserves. For once these 
policies are passed into law, it will 
be a long time before they are rolled 
back. Let the Congress hear from 
you.

Compromise welfare plan ready 


SACRAMENTO ( UPI > - The legislature 
will convene in special session Tuesday to 
vote on a compromise $122 million welfare 
plan hammered out by legislative and 
Reagan administration negotiators. 
The settlement would provide grant 
increases to 500,000 aged, blind and 
disabled Californians far beyond those 
sought by Gov. Ronald Reagan and also 
transfer 
administration 
of 
adult 
aid 
programs to the federal government on 
Jan. 1. 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke, acting in the 
absence of Reagan who is on a speech 
making tour of Australia, called a special 
session of the legislature for noon Tuesday. 
Health and Welfare Secretary Earl 
Brian, who announced the agreement 
Thursday evening after several days of 
negotiations with Assembly leaders, said 
the bill will add $122 million in state money 
to current state and local welfare costs of 
$467 million annually. 


Legislature to vote Tuesday 


He said it would not increase or reduce 
county costs for blind, disabled and elderly 
recipient programs. 
Under the compromise, average monthly 
grants for elderly and disabled recipients 
would increase from $212 to $235. For the 
blind they would rise from $222 to $265. 
Reagan had sought payments of $221 for 
the aged and disabled and $237 for the 
blind.

TOKYO (UPI) - “ My 
God, it looks like hell,” a 
fire official said

Taiyo department store in

Relatives inside sobbed by 
the coffins of 100 persons 
killed 
when 
fire 
blazed 
through the store Thursday 
during

pre-Christmas 
sale. 
Masayuki Motonaga sat 
by the coffin of his wife, 
Keiko. “ 1 don’t want to show 
the body to my children,” he 
said. “ I am going to have it 
cremated and then tell my

A team of fire officials 
began an intense search of 
the wreckage today in an 
attempt to determine the 
cause 
of 
the 
worst 
department store fire in 
Japanese history. 


Unofficial 
preliminary 
reports indicated the blaze 
broke out on the third floor 
of the seven-story Taiyo 
department 
store 
in 
Kumamoto, a southwestern 
Japanese city 600 miles 
from Tokyo. 
Fed by bedding, plastic 


and 
other 
synthetic 
products, the blaze quickly 
spread to the stairway and 
then 
through 
the 
entire 
store. 
Most of the dead were 
women shoppers or sales 
personnel. Police said 65 of 
the victims were women. 32 
were men and three bodies 
had been burned so badly 
their 
sex 
could 
not 
be 
determined. 
At 
least 
100 
other 
Japanese 
shoppers 
and 
store workers were injured 
in the 
blaze itself —by 
fumes, lack of oxygen and 
the wild crush to exits at the 
first shout of “ fire.” 


The blaze broke out on a 
day the store is usually 
closed. 


So he bites, so what?! 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - Fifteen-year- 
old Carmen Hicks figures you don’t destroy 
a $45 pet snake just because it almost kills 
you. 
“ When 
he 
bit 
me,” 
Hicks 
said, 
recounting the Thanksgiving Day incident, 
“ I started to kill him right there and then. 
But, I said, no, I ’m not gonna kill this 
snake. I ’m going to sell him and get my 
money back.” 
Hicks was rushed from his home to 
Albert Einstein Hospital Thanksgiving 
afternoon after the 42-inch snake, an Asian 


cobra, bit him on the left thumb while he 
was trying to “ milk its venom. 
John Griswold, curator of birds at the 
Philadelphia Zoo, 
was contacted 
and 
rushed to the zoo, where venom samples of 
all rare poisonous snakes are kept and 
snake bite serum is available. 
He took the serum to the hospital where 
it was administered to Hicks, who by then 
was in critical condition, about four hours 
after he had been bitten. 
The next day Hicks was taken off the 
critical list and was discharged from the 
hospital six days later. 


Pioneer 10 already a success 


MOUNTAIN VIEW , Calif. (UPI) - If 
Pioneer 10 meets a sudden radiation death 
on the way to its Monday encounter with 
the planet Jupiter, the spacecraft still will 
have 
discovered 
much 
about 
man’s 
possible flight to the outer solar system. 
Pioneer’s findings reported Thursday 
about Jupiter’s magnetic field came on top 
of a list of discoveries during the nuclear- 
powered vehicle’s 21-month trip so far. 


To travel to the outer planets, man or his 
vehicles must pass through the asteroid 
belt, a previously unexplored region full of 
dust, rocks and larger bodies, one the size 
of Alaska. 


Then, a spacecraft must loop around 
Jupiter, using the planet’s orbital motion 
as a giant slingshot to shoot the vehicle on 


to Saturn, Neptune, Uranus and Pluto. 
Pioneer proved that the asteroid belt is 
free enough of small floating bodies to 
make passage safe. However, a millimeter 
of dust would knock a large hole in a 
speeding spaceship. 


In its current encounter with Jupiter, 
Pioneer is discovering whether the giant 
planet’s magnetic field is safe enough for 
spaceships to enter so they can exploit the 
slingshot effect. 


Space Agency experts at Ames Research 
Center near San Francisco said Thursday 
that Pioneer has found the magnetic field 
to be eight million miles in diameter, the 
largest region in the solar system. The only 
other magnetic field is earth's, and its 
diameter is 80,000 miles.
